1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on June 15, 2006 disclaiming the tenninal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
any patent granted on Application No. 10/530,895 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Thus 
application teaches a composition comprising a compound of the formula 



wherein M is Cu or Ni; Pc represents a phthalocyanine nucleus; and are H; R^ is 
H or optionally substituted Cm alkyi; R'* is optionally substituted hydroxyalkyi; X is 
greater than 0 and less than 1 .2; y and z are both greater than 0 and the sum of (x+y+z) 
is 2.4 to 4.5; and a liquid medium which comprises water and an organic solvent or an 
organic solvent free from water and a process for forming an image on a substrate 
comprising applying the above composition to the substrate by means of an ink-jet 
printer. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent No's. 6,149,722, 6,712,891 and 
5,704,969, issued to Robertson et al., Andrievsky et al. and Kanaya et al. respectively. 
Robertson et al. teach a similar ink composition comprising a phthalocyanine compound

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having at least 1 .2 to 3.8 sulfonate groups but fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
phthalocyanlne compound having less than 12 sulfonate groups as claimed by 
applicants. Andrievsky et al. teach a similar ink composition comprising a 
phthalocyanine compound having sulfonate and substituted sulfonamide substltuents 
but fail to teach or fairly suggest a phthalocyanine compound having sulfonate, 
substituted sulfonamide and unsubstltuted sulfonamide substltuents as claimed by 
applicants. Kanaya et al. teach a similar ink composition comprising a phthalocyanine 
compound of the formula 




wherein X is a metal such as copper or nickel; M is H; is H; when Z is OH then n 
represents an integer of 5 to 15; k and I each independently represent 0 or 1 and m 
represents an integer of 1 to 4 provided that k, I and m satisfy 2^k+l+m^4 but fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a phthalocyanine compound wherein when Z is OH then n is 1 to 
4 as claimed by applicants. Applicants should note that the examiner has cited U.S. 
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Patent No's. 7,022,171, issued to Patel et al. and 7,014,696, issued to Patel however no 
rejections have been made over these references since both reference fail to teach or 
fairly suggest a phthalocyanine compound of the formula as claimed by applicants.
